So that from the tirst day of 
the chills and fever to the last day of 
tbe scaling oir, or di>^(iuamation, leav­ 
ing the reddish brown »pot alwayn seen 
in the mild or severe form, we have 
bad the exact cnarajteristics of small­ 
pox. 
Not every case presented all the 
well marked symptoms, but in all the 
oases taken together, we have had ail 
the symptoms usually seen in an epi­ 
demic of this dii^ease. 


“The incubation period, as near a.<^ 
could be determined, has been frt)iu 
eleven to sixteen days: fully four-tifths 
of the patientH commenced feeling bad 
on the twelfth day after being expu*?e J, 
and the ».etechia could be difcerued »y 
tbe third day.
